May %, R. A. Long, president of the 
Long-Bell Lumber Co. of this city,.ad- 
mitted that his company, in response 


to a recommendation by the Southern 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association in 
1904, had curtailed its output of yellow 
pine 33 1-3 per cent for six months be- 
cause the supply of that commodity was 
at ‘that time much greater than the 
demand. 

Long also admitted the existence for- 
merly of a price list committee of the 
association and also a “‘committee on 
trade and reports,’’ but these, he said, 
had both been abolished some time ago. 
_ He said his company was a member 
of the Southern Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association and that he had _. been 
an officer of the association, having 
been president the years 1904 and 19065. 
He said the National Association had 
been changed to the Yellow Pine Man- 
ufacturers’ Association at a meeting in 
New Orleans in 1906. 

“The output of yellow pine in the 
states where the association operates is 
very large, is it not?’’ asked Attorney 
Atkinson.

izing of the American flag, but that’s 
neither here nor there. Plays are writ- 
ten for the mass, not for the individual, 
and, when they please the mass, that’s 
an end of the matter. The voice of the 
people is supreme. 


It was rather a novel experiment, that 
cf bringing a star on to play a part 
that was never the star role in the piece 
of which it is a part, but George Thatch- 
er, droll minstrel that he ts, made the 
experiment a success, 
He puts a whole lot of natural humor 
into the chara@ter of Eaton Ham, the 
tip-suggesting colored guide at Mount 
Vernon who has an inexhaustible sup- 
rly of ready-made George Washington 
relics for sale at all times, and suc- 
ceeds in portraying a Southern darkey 
of such fidelity to an old-fashioned type 
as to be worthy of a better setting. 
Thatcher became a prime favorite with 
the first-night audience, winning the 
biggest proportion of a very ample 
stock of applause. 
Others in the cast also comibatiiee 
themselves distinctly to the audience’s 
favor. 
Billy McDermott gave an almost un- 
pardonably lifelike imitation of George 
M. Cohan in the title role—unless George 
M. Cohan is the sort of thing one likes— 
and was especially true in his present- 
ment of the St. Vitus’ dance style of 
hodily movement which George M. Co- 
han unhappily has inflicted upon the 
American stage. 
And the house liked him vastly, pre- 
cisely as the house liked George M. Co- 
han in the same role when first seen at 
the Olympic several winters ago. 
Ann Tasker as Evelyn Rothburt, pos- 
ing as an English lady of quality, and 
Lucille Saunders as Mrs. Stebbins, who 
rebels against the Anglo-mahia of Sen- 
ator Belgrave, had certain effective mo- 
ments of comedy opportunity which 
they improved to the utmost, but neither 
of them, sweet singers though they are, 
had any more chance to sing than a 
mocking bird with its cage covered up.

“FARMING THE REVENUE.” 

“Farming the revenue” is an obsolete phrase. 
It describes the worst form of “grafting” in the 
Middle Ages. As this was systematized, heavy 
taxes were laid on the people by governmental 
act. Under the “farming” system, these taxes 
were not collected by government itself. They 
were sold at a discount to political favorites, who 
collected them by the worst oppression. They 
bought the gross possible total of taxes cheap. 
Then as private speculators they had the power 
of government back of them in their use of fotce 
to extort the last penny from tlie people. 

AS a necessary result of the system, the taxeal 
on.which their profits were to be made were ptt 
as high as possible before they were “farmed” or 
sold. This was “protection” for the privileged 
class which profited from taxation on the rest. In 
the Middle Ages thé system was an inheritance 
from the practice of the Roman emperors, who 
raised ‘mmense sums by selling their favorites 
this privilege of “grafting” on the provinces. In 
ancient Palestine the “publicans” of Scripture 
were the local agents of this imperial grafting 
system, odious because of the extortions they 
practiced in satisfying their princtnas:s at the im- 
perial capital. 

Although “farming the revenue” is obsolete as 
a phrase, the system itself is now being modern- 
ized for operation beyond its utmost capacity for 
“graft” in Middle Ages. Under the Honduras 
treaty, if put in force, the process would be ‘to 
“farm the revenue” of that unfortunate country 
utider the form of advances on a bond issue of 
$10,000,000. Then with the tariff taxes of Hon- 
duras fixed at rates demanded by-the “graft,” 
the United States Government would be expected 
to appoint “publicans” in control of Honduras cus- 
tom houses, coercing payment by stripping the 
people to the skin. This is “high finance” under 
“the flag outside the Constitution.” It is vile.

Daniel Frohman has cut gallery and balcony 
prices at one Chicago theater. He will call thea- 
ter managers together in New York and try to 
have the same reductions made in. theaters 
throughout the country. 

It is a belated attempt to compete with the pic- 
ture shows. Despite empty galleries and balconies 
the Theater Trust has stuck to its high rates un- 
til waning profits have called the menagers_ to 
their senses. They have not only earned less 
money and so failed to discharge their duty to 
themselves, but they have excluded people from 
gallery and balcony and so failed to discharge 
their duty to the public. 

Play producers and theater managers have a 

higher duty than earning money for their own 
benefit. The theater is an indispensable part of 
the educational system whether amusement and 
diversion are its first requisites or not. Tradi- 
tionally and in fact the theater is intimately asso- 
ciated with every day life. It is obligated to ex- 
pose social whims, catalogue public virtues and 
illustrate, emphasize or satirize national and 
racial peculiarities. As truly as when Aristo- 
phanes lampooned Athenian statesmen to force 
an end tp a foolish war, or Ford or Wycherly 
ridiculed Elizabethan looseness, the theater today 
is the school where contemporary customs and 
habits aie displayed and discussed with proper 
perspective and license. It is there the masses 
and classies see themselves and each other and 
are edified and instructed accordingly. 
Not only should gallery prices be 25 cents for a 
reserved seat, but it should be a comfortable seat, 
easy of access, in a pleasant, well ventilated at- 
mosphere. The balcony seats should be 50 cents 
and be as &greeably surrounded. The masses 
should have a chance to see every attraction 
worth while, grand overa included, for reasonable 
prices. 

Instead of bringing loss to the managers it will 
bring profit. They have kept going with half 
houses downstairs, but they have heen building 
on a shaky foundation. Already the people have 
begun to lose the theater-going habit. It hag be- 
come a diversion only for tne ~ich and well-to-do. 
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Missouri Democrats are ardent tariff reform- 
ers, but most of them, we believe, are not in fa- 
vor of tacking the farmers’ free list as an amiend- 
ment to the Canadian reciprocity bill. The free 
list proposes good legislation, but it is not rele- 
vant in an international negotiation, and, Presi- 
dent Taft thinks, would drive away from the reci- 
procity bill enovsh votes to defeat the pending 
agreement with Canada. 
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AMERICAN TOLERANCE. 

Perhaps the chief lesson, after all, of Carrie 
Nation’s life was its demonstration of the won- 
derful respect which the American people have for 
women. They tolerated her for more than a 
decade and permitted her to indulge in such prac- 
tical anarchy as Emma Goldman never dreamed 
of. No other civilized country would have allowed 
Mrs. Nation to wage such a war against the insti- 
tutions she hated and the customs she condemned. 
She would have been treated elsewhere as a dan- 
gerous fanatic or a demented person, and the po- 
lice would have restrained her before she could 
have used the famous hatchet.

Uncle Sam as.a Landlord. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

An example of what rent a tenant would 
have to pay if Uncle Sam was his landlord, is 
found in a contract which the Government has 
made with the International Bank, which has 
sold the property it occupied at Fourth and 
Chestnut streets as part of the site for the new 
Subtreasury Building. The Government has agreed 
to allow the bank to occupy the premises for one 
year at a rental of 3 per cent on the price which 
the Government paid for the ground. The ground 
was sold for $122,950, on which basis the rental 
is $3688 for the year. As Uncle Sam does not have 
to pay taxes on his property, he can afford to 
shade the rent a bit. Ordinarily, ground rent 
alone in the downtown district is computed on not 
less than 4 per cent basis, while for a building, 
it* runs 8 to 10 per cent or. higher on the estimated 
value. Uncle Sam might some day devise a sys- 
tem along this line by which the workers could 
live in comfortable, sanitary, modern homes; let's 
encourage Uncle Sam to do his best tn this direo- 
tion, wé can do more good, patriotic work in this 
|} way for Uncle Sam than we can by encotraging

Heat and Suggestion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 

During the respite in the extreme weather 
which we have been having: will you permit me 
space to call attention to one phase of our _Tela- 
tions to what we call “the weather.” This feature 
is often, we might say universally ignored by’ us, 
and yet it is perhaps the most important fact of 
our modern life. 

I refer to the mental element, namely, the in- 
dividual’s mental attitude and his thoughts toward 
his environment. The power of suggestion is be- 
coming somewhat more generally recognized and 
it applies to this problem of the “weather with 
astonishing clearness. 

Our habit of continually referring to the heat 

or the cold, as the case may be, sets up a mental 
state which reacts upon the body and creates cor- 
responding physical states. Everybody knows 
how persistent thought upon an aching tooth or 
headuche- will make the pain worse, while for- 
getting the same will. alleviate it, at least to-a 
degree. 
_ This same principle of mind power applies to 
the temperature and caloric. conditions of the 
body. The persistent affirmation, “Isn’t it awful 
hot today?” creates physical changes to conform 
to the thought. The blood becomes unduly heated, 
the tissues swelter and the individual literally 
sizzles with heat. 

One can by refusing to consider or to comment 
unnecessarily upon the uncomfortable pltases of 
the weather, go through an extreme spell of hot or 
cold without very much discomfort. This ig a very 
valuable principle: and becomes intensely prattical 
when applied under these circumstances. | 

The newspapers can aid thousands of people 
wonderfully if they would. cease to comment 
needlessly upon weather conditions. One of the 
morning papers during the hot wave featured the 
extreme temperature in news, cartoon and edi-
